‘WASHINGTON, March 4.—Sec- 
retary Woodin tonight summoned 
Federal Reserve Bank cfficials and 
buéiness leaders to come here for a 
conference tomorrow morning at 
the Treasury on the banking situa- 
tion. > 

The call was issued by Woodin 
from the White House, where late 
today he was sworn in as Treasury 
Secretary in the presence of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The new administration is draft- 
ing emergency legislation. It is 
believed details of the contemplated 
banking legislation will he dis- 
cussed with the nation’s financial 


chieftains tomorrow. 
Gold Embargo “Unnecessary.” 


The fact that Cordell Hull, the}. 


Secretary of State, has been in the 
conferences on the financial situa- 
tion is regarded as indicating def- 
initely that a gold embargo has 
been considered. However, it was 
stated authoritatively tonight that 


such an action is not regarded as/j. 


necessary. Also, it was said that 
there is no cause for alarm for 
fear of foreign raids on American 
gold—that plenty was on hand. 

Rather, restoration of confidence 
in banking was put forward as the. 
first objective to be sought by the 
new administrtaion. 

Various and many proposals are 
in the minds of the group of ad- 
visers who have been consulting 
for the last 48 hours with the in- 
coming President. There is all 
kinds of talk privately about rem- 
edies, including a gold embargo; 
resort to Clearing House certifi- 
cates to restore currency circula- 
tion; a limitation upon withdraw- 
als, and a guarantee of a percen- 
tage of deposits. 

The names of those who have 
been called in for tomorrow’s fi- 
nancial parley at the Treasury 
were withheld tonight pending com- 
pletion of the full list. This meet- 
ing will start in the morning. 

The announcement of the Trea- 
sury gathering was made through 
Stephen T. Early, a secretary to 
Mr. Roosevelt, and it was described 
as aimed directly at quick action 
in the banking situation.

“Happiness lies not in the 
mere possession of money; it 
lies in the joy of achiévement, 
in the thrill of creative effort. 
The joy and moral stimulation 
of work no longer must be for- 
gotten in the mad chase of 
evanescent profits. These dark 
days will be worth all they cost 
us if they teach us that our 
true destiny is not to be min- 
istered unto but to minister to 
ourselves and to our fellow- 
men. 

“Recognition of the falsity of 
material wealth as the standard 
of success goes hand in hand 
with the abandonment of the 
false belief that public office 
and high political position are 
to be valued only by the stand- 
ards of pride of place and per- 
sonal profit; and there must 
be an end to a conduct in bank- 
ing and in business which too 
often has given to a sacred 
trust the likeness of callous 
and selfish wrongdoing. Small 
wonder that confidence lan- 
guishes, for it thrives only on 
honesty, on honor, on. the 
sacredness of obligations, on 
faithful protection, on unself- 
ish performance; without them 

it cannot live. 


“Restoration calls, however, 
not for changes in ethics alone, 
This nation asks for action, and 
action now, 


“Our greatest primary task is 
to put people to work.. This is 
no unsolvable problem if we 
face it wisely and courageous- 
ly. It can be accomplished in 
part by direct recruiting by the 
Government itself, treating the 
task as we would treat the 
emergency of a war, but at the 
same time through this em- 
ployment accomplishing greatly 
needed projects to stimulate 
and reorganize the use of our 
natural resources. 

“Hand in hand with this we 
must frankly recognize the 
over-balance of population in 
our industrial centers and, by 
engaging on a national scale in 
a redistribution, . endeavor to 
provide a better use of the land 
for those best fitted for the 
land. 

“The task can be helped in 
definite efforts to raise the val- 
ues of agricultural products 
and with this the power to pur- 
chase the output of our cities.

There are many ways in which 
it can be helped, but it caf 
never be helped merely by talk- 
ing about it. We must act and 
act quickly. 

“Finally, in our progress 
toward a resumption of work 
we require two safeguards 
against a return of the eviis of 
the old order; there must be a 
strict supervision of all bank- 
ing and credits and invest- 
ments; there must be an end 
to speculation with other peo- 
ple’s money, and there must be 
provision for an adequate but 
sound currency, 

“These are the lines of at- 
tack. I shall presently urge 
upon a new Congress in special 
session detailed measures for 
their fulfilment, and I _ shall 
seek the immediate assistance 
of the several states. 


“Through this program of ac- 
tion we address ourselves to 
putting our own national house 
in order and making income 
balance outgo. Our internation. 
al trade relations, though vast- 
ly important are in point of 
time and necessity secondary 
to the establishment of a sound 
national economy. I favor as a 
practical policy the putting of 
first things first, I shall spare 
no effort to restore world 
trade, by international econom- 
ic readjustment, but the emer- 
gency at home cannot wait on 
that accomplishment, 


“The basié thought that - 
guides these specific means of 
national recovery is not nar. 
rowly nationalistic. It is the 
insistence, as a first considera- 
tion, upon the interdependence

the pioneer. It is the way to 
recovery. It is the immediate 
way.

“In the field of world policy 
I would dedicate this nation to

“Action in this image and 
to this end is feasible under 
the form of government which 
we have inherited from our an- 
cestors, Our Constitution is so 
simple and practical that it is 
possible always to meet extraor- 
dinary needs by changes in em. 
phasis and arrangement with- 
out loss of essential form. That 
is why our constitutional sys- 
tem has proved itself the most 
superbly enduring political me- 
chanism the modern world has 
produced. It has met every 
stress of vast expansion of ter- 
ritory, of rofeign wars, of bit- 
ter internal ssiaeted of world re- 
lations. 


“It is to be hoped that the 
normal balance of executive 
and legislative authority may 
be wholly adequate to meet the 
unprecedented task before us. 
But it may be that an unprece- 
dented demand and need for 
undelayed action may call for 
temporary departure from that 
normal balance of public proce- 
dure. 

“IT am prepared under my

Legislature, specifically authorizes 
the Governor, or the Finance Com- 
missioner with approval of the 
Governor, to impose on State banks 
and trust companies any restric- 
tions and regulations of payment 
of deposits they believe are nec- 
essary for the “regulation, promo- 
tion and preservation of the pub- 
lic health, welfare and property 
rights of the people of the State 
of Missouri.” 

It will be possible under the mea- 
sure for the Governor and the Fi- 
nance Commissioner to prohibit 
any bank or trust company from 
paying out any deposits for any 
period of time, or to limit the 
amount which may be paid out. 

They may extend for any period 
the time notice which any bank 
may have placed on the withdraw- 
al of time deposits. 

They may put into effect such 
rules as they deem advisable gov- 
erning the reception of deposits 
subsequent to the putting into ef- 
fect of the regulations contem- 
plated by the bill, and the pay- 
ment of such deposits. Under this 
provision they could authorize the 
acceptance of deposits subsequent 
to the imposition of the _ restric- 
tions, and could permit these de- 
posits to be paid in full even while 
the restrictions as to earlier depos- 
its were in effect. 

They may provide for the invest- 
ment of the later deposits in such 
liquid assets as they approve, and 
separate from the other invest- 
ments of the bank. 


To protett the banks from liti- 
gation over deposits, the measure 
provides that the orders of the 
Governor and Finance Commission 
shall constitute a complete defense 
in any suit which maybe brought 
against a bank by reason of ob- 
servance of the orders.

PROCESS IN LUNG 
Issue Bulletin After Tapping 
Chicago Mayor’s Lung, 
Injured by Assassin’s Bul- 
let Feb. 15. 


By the Associated Press. 

‘ MIAMI, Fla., March 4-—A gan- 
grenous process is occurring in 
Mayor Anton Cermak’s right lung, 
his physicians announced tonight 
after they tapped the cavity of the 
organ. 

Cermak’s physicians issued the 
following bulletin at 10:55 p. m.: 
“Mayor Cermak last evening de- 
veloped pain in the right shoulder 
together with tenderness over the 
right lower chest and liver. This 
together with his general septic 
appearance caused us to suspect 
the presence of either a subphrenic 
abscess or a pleural empyema. 
(Subphrenic means below the 
diaphragm; empyema, a collection 
of pus, especially in the pleural 
cavity.) 

“For this reason the space be- 
tween the liver and the diaphragm 
was aspirated with negative re- 
sults. The pleural cavity yielded 
old bloody serous fluid. 

“The lung itself, however, on 
aspiration yielded very foul fetid 
air, but no pus, giving evidence 
that a gangrenous process was Oc- 
curring in the lung. 

“Prophylactic drainage of the 
pleural cavity was carried out by 
the closed method, after punctures 
of the lung itself had undoubtedly 
contaminated the cavity. 

“Mayor Cermak left the operat- 
ing room in fully as good condition 
as when he entered. 

“All procedures were carried out 
under local anesthesia.” 

The lung is the one grazed by 
the bullet of Giuseppe Zangara, 
who shot the Mayor in attempting 
the life of President Roosevelt on 
Feb. 15. A pneumonic infection 
developed in the lung Sunday. 

Commenting on the bulletin, Dr, 
T. W. Hutson said “There is no 
indication that Mayor Cermak will 
die tonight or tomorrow. I cannot 
say positively that he will recover.” 

Dr. Frederick Tice, Chicago heart 
specialist, Dr. J. W. Snyder, Dr. E, 
S. Nichol and Dr. Hutson attended 
the Mayor in the operating room.

Judges Braseats ¥ When He 
Takes the Oath.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—In the 
crowded, ¢olorful pageantry that 
attends the induction of a new ad- 
ministration,- the Seventy-second 
Congress and the last “Lame Duck” 
session passed into history shortly 
after noon today and the Seventy- 
third Congress took up the march 
when Vice President Charles Cur- 
tis administered the oath of office 


Garner, who immediately con- 
vened the Senate in extraordinary 
session. 

After administering the oath, Mr. 
Curtis delivered a brief farewell 
address to his colleagues before 
adjourning the Senate sine die. 

“The major task confronting the 


“is to bring about the economic 
recovery of our people and of their 
affairs. Theirs is now the respon- 
sibility of leadership but the prob- 
lem is the concern of each and ev- 
ery one of us, whether retiring 
from office or entering office. I 
know that the new administration 


bring about the desired result. I 
sincerely wish success to Presi- 
dent-elect. Roosevelt, to Vice-Presi- 
dent elect Garner and to the Dem- 
ocratic majority in Congress.” 
“Happy to Be Here.” 

In opening the extra session of 
the Senate called by President 
Hoover, Vice-President Garner in 
a brief speech said that he was 
“happy to be over here” and that 
he hoped to become better ac- 
quainted with the Senators. 

President Hoover came into the 
Senate Chamber at 11:58 a. m., and 
gat alone in front of the dais for 
two minutes until he was joined 
by. President-elect Roosevelt and 
the members of the Arrangements 
Committee of the Senate and the 
House. 

The floor was packed. To the left 
of the Vice-President’s chair were 
the members of the United States 
Supreme Court in their long black 
robes. The commanding officers of 
the Army, Navy ard. Marine Corps, 
Senators, old and néw; and mem- 
bers of the House, . On the right 
side were the members of the dip- 
lomatic corps in full regalia, re- 
splendent with foreign orders and 
gold braid, and “members of Presi- 
dent Hoover’s Cabinet in formal 
morning clothes. Back of them 
were other members of the House. 
Such dignitaries as Gov. Pinchot of 
Pennsylvania and Gov. Pollard of 
Virginia were pushed against the 
wall. Gov. Ritchie of. Maryland 
found a seat near the Senators. 

The galleries, open only to those 
important enough to obtain special 
tickets, were not so jammed. Inthe 
members’ gallery, Mrs. Hoover, in 
a brown traveling costume, sat with 
her sons, Herbert C. Jr. and Allen. 
Other seats in this row were occu- 
pied by wives of the members of 
President Hoover's Cabinet. 

“Eleanor Blue” and Purple. 

In the front row across the aisle 
sat Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, in 
an “Eleanor blue” costume; Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s mother, Mrs. Sara 
Delano Roosevelt, dressed in a deep 
purple; other members of the 
Reosevelt family, and Mrs. Garner 
with her son, Tully. 

Directly back of Mrs. Hoover and 
her sons were Mrs. Dolly Gann, sis- 
ter of Vice-President Curtis, and 
Mr. Gann. 

Mr. Hoover and Mr. Roosevelt 
were escorted to their seats by the 
arrangements committee. President 
Hoover entered by the door facing 
the Vice-President’s chair.- After he 
was seated, the committee went to 
the door at the right of the chair, 
where they were met by Mr. Roose- 
velt and his son Jamez. Mr. Roose- 
velt held his son’s arm as he walked 
to his seat. 

The Justices of the Supreme 
Court, the Diplomatic Corps, the 
Cabinet officers and members of 
the House had been in their seats 
a few minutes before Mr. Hoover 
Was announced. When he entered 
the door everyone rose-and ap- 
plauded. The same honor was paid 
to Mr. Roosevelt. 

Vice-President Garner had the 
unique distinction of presiding over 
both the Senate and the House 
within less than an hour. Only 
one other man in American history 
hag stepped from the Speakership 
of the House to the Vice-Presi- 
dency, Schuyler Colfax of Indiaha, 
who was elected with President 
Grant in 1868. Colfax did not di- 
rectly go from one office to the 


on March 3 and became the Vice- 
President the following day. 

After Curtis had declared the 
Senate adjourned sine die, he hand. 
ed the Senate's ivory gavel, the un- 
official symbol of office, to Gar- 
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ney Phillips, came to the desk, to 
deliver the prayer. 

Mr. Roosevelt and Senator Joe 
Robinson of Arkansas, the new ma- 
jority leader, remained seated dur- 
ing the prayer. 

After the prayer, the Senate clerk 
read the proclamation calling the 
Senate into extraordinary session. 
Garner’s salutatory speech required 
less than a minute. He took a sly 
dig at Senate procedure when he 
observed that he knew the dispo- 
sition of the Senate not to discuss 
anything that was not important 
or was not under: particular con- 
sideration. 

The roll of the new Senators was 
then called for the answering in 
procedure. Among this group were 
former Gov. Harry F. Byrd of Vir- 
ginia, who will fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Claude 
Swanson to be Secretary of the 
Navy, and Nathan L. Bachman of 
Tennessee, who will take place of 
Cordell Hull, the new Secretary of 
State. Sehator Bennett Clark of 
Missouri was among the Senators, 
elected last November, who were 
sworn in. 

The new Senators,, other than 
Byrd and Bachman, who took the 
oath of office were: William G. 
McAdoo, California; Alva B. Ad- 
ams, Colorado; Augustine Loner- 
gan, Connecticut; James P. Pope, 
Idaho; William H. Dieterich, Illi- 
nois; Frederick Van Nuys, Indiana; 
Louis Murphy, Iowa; John H. Over- 
ton, Louisiana; Patrick A. McCar- 
ran, Nevada; Fred H. Brown, New 
Hampshire; Elbert D. Thomas, 
Utah; Homer T. Bone, Washing- 
ton; and F. Ryan Duffy, Wisconsin.

WASHINGTON, March 4.-—Soci-| 
ety and officialdom turned tonight 
to the first official inauguration 
ball since that night on March 4, 
1009, when Republicans celebrated 
the election of William Howard 
Taft. It was the Democratic party’s 
first inauguration ball since the 
days of Grover Cleveland. 

Woodrow Wilson didn’t believe in 
inaugural balls and for one reason 
or anether the precedent he made 
had been followed since. 

For a time it seemed as if to- 
night’s ball, official in name, would 
be only semi-official in fact, for 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt had 
said she would be absent because 
of the recent death of Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh, the Attorney 
General designate. 

There were reminders to Mrs. 
Roosevelt that hundreds planned to 
attend just to see her. With char- 
acteristic graciousness she with- 
drew her “No.” : 

Mrs. Roosevelt remained only un- 
til Vice-President and Mrs. Garner 
had been introduced, and Rosa 
Ponselle had sung the “Star-Span- 
gled Banner.” She departed when 
the dancing began. 


The official party, including 
the new state heads, were grouped 
at one end of the large Washington 
auditorium where they witnessed 
the entrance of Governors of the 
states. 

A trumpet blast heralded the en- 
trance of each Governor and his 
staff, but color bearers and the 
boom of bands playing State songs 
were ahead of that. Gov. Ruby 
Laffoon of Kentucky and his party 
were first. 

Full Dress Uniforms. 

Two parallel lines of army, navy 
and marine officers, decked in the 
gold braid of full dress uniforms, 
were called on to form a lane for 
the State processions. 

That was the last of preliminary 
formalities under. the carefully 
worked out schedule. Martial mu- 
sic gave way to the burst of 
dance strains and the formal ar- 
rangement of color to change into 
a whirling kaleidoscope to the tune

It meant the breaking up, too, of 
the cross-section of the social reg- 
ister and Who's Who personages 
who had subscribed for the places 
in the double tier of boxes—and the 
merriment did not end until 2 a. m. 


before 11 o'clock. Mr. Roosevelt, 
breaking precedent, remained seat- 
ed in the automobile instead of en-

automobile was an open touring 
car, with the top down. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and others of the 
party walked up the steps and chat- 
ted with President Hoover’s  uni- 
formed aids, standing at attention, 
to await the departure. Just five 
minutes ahead of schedule, at 29:55, 
President and Mrs. Hoover emerged 
from the north door under the 
great portico and joined the Roose- 
velts. 


The retiring President took his 
place in the car beside his succes- 
sor, Mr. Hoover on the right be 
cause he still was President, Mr. 
Roosevelt on the left. 

Mrs. Hoover and Mrs. Roosevelt 
rode in the secong car in the line 
of seven. 

Like Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. Hoover 
was in formal morning dress, silk- 
hatted. The two exchanged a word 
of greeting and a handclasp as the 
outgoing executive climbed into his 
place in the car.

Sun Breaks Through Clouds.

Hoover Goes to Office. 

Mr. Roosevelt was escorted to an 
inner room, while President Hoov- 
er went by another route directly 
to the presidential office just off 
the Senate chamber. Mr. Hoover 
began at once considering the leg- 
islation prepared for him in the 
closing hours of the dying Con- 
gress. 

Mrs. Hoover, Mrs. Roosevelt and 
the others of the party took their 
places in the Senate galleries. 

The House, through, as usual, 
tong before the Senate, adjourned 
half an hour before noon and 
Speaker Garner walked across to 
the Senate wing to be ready to 
take the oath as Vice-President. 
He arrived smiling and joviui, 
and went at once to the Vice-Pres-

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stretched hand. They stood and 
talked for a moment, 

After the greetings, Curtis went 
immediately to the Senate rostrum 
to take up his gavel for the last 
time. Garner lingered a moment 
in the corridor before turning into 
the chamber where he is to preside 
for four years.

Midwest and New England states 
took action toward holidays in rap- 
id succession early today after mor- 
atoriums had been declared in the 
important banking senters of New 
York and Llinois. 

Banks in many cities remained 
open in Pennsylvania despite Gov. 
Pinchot’s proclamation. All Phila- 
delphia banks were ciosed, but in 
Pittsburgh and other cities business 
continued under various limitations 
through the regular three-hour pe- 
riod. Later the Pittsburgh Clearing 
House announced all member banks 
would be closed Monday.

Richards, in his testimony, denied 
having met Medlock. The foreman 
of the jury which acquitted Rich- 
ards said the jury did not consider 
Medlock’s testimony. Medlock is 
not included in the bar committee’s 
first list of witnesses.

Into Full Command of 
Government. Soon After 
He Takés Oath. 


By the Associated Press. 
"WASHINGTON, March 4.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt tonight brought his 
Cabinet into full command of the 
Government just a few hours after 
he himself had taken the oath. 
The new Chief Execittive sent 
his nominations to the Senate and 
they were confirmed at once. 
Then, immediately after he ‘left 
his- place in the court of honor re- 
viewing the inaugural parade, Mr. 
Roosevelt called his 10 Ministers 
to his side and had them sworn. 
Justice Benjamin N. Cordozo of the 
Supreme Court administered the 
oaths. 

“This is a strictly family party,” 
the President said as the solemn 
ceremony began. “I am glad all 
members are present and that the 
Senate confirmed you without 
question. This is a new custom 
which we have inaugurated today.” 

Certificate for Each. 

As each Cabinet miember vowed 
to support the Constitution and 
his ¢hief in seeking to uplift the 

nation, he was handed his certifi- 
cate by Mr. Roosevelt, who sat at 
his desk. | 

Mrs. Roosevelt left the tea on 
the floor below to witness the 
ceremony and others of the Roose- 
velt family and the immediate 
members of the Cabinet members’ 
families were in the stately study 
of the White House. 

A few minutes after he took of- 
fice, Secretary Woodin of the 
Treasury called Federal Reserve 
Bank officials and business lead- 
ers to meet with him tomorrow 
morning for a conference on the 
banking situation. 

“Woodin’s Stock Holdup. 


The Senate approved the new 
Cabinet only after it had discussed 
the private stock holdings of Wil- 
liam H. Woodin and made a ref- 
erence to Harold L. Ickes’ former 
affiliations with the Republican 
party. 

Senator Couzens of Michigan 
challenged Woodin’s qualifications 
for the post of Secretary of the 
Treasury, recalling that the ques- 


raised against Andrew W. Mellon, 
with whom he waged am open feud 
for years. Couzens said that, if not 
illegal, it would be decidedly “un- 
ethical” for Woodin, while serving 
in the Cabinet, to hold “large 
amounts of stock in car and foun- 
dry institutions selling to railroads 
that come under Government juris- 
diction.” 

Senators Copeland and Wagner 
of New York, and Glass of Vir- 
ginia, Democrats, quickly assured 
the wealthy Detroiter that Woodin 
had divested himself of all holdings 
required by the law. 

After a rehash of the old Mellon 
case, on which no action ever was 
taken, Senator Reed (Rep.), Penn- 
sylvania, a close associate of Mel- 
lon, cut short the discussion with 
the assertion that “there is no evi- 
dence that Mr. Woodin has not 
scrupulously complied with the 
law.” 

Chairman Norris of the Judiciary 
Pcommittee, who had joined in a 
minority report years ago recom- 
mending disqualification of Mel- 
lon and who said the law was 
“very severe on this point,” as- 
serted he had no objection and the 
nomination went through without 
any audible “noes.” 

Cordell Hull of Tennessee was 
the first to be confirmed as Secre- 
tary of State, and, after the set- 
to over Woodin, all others but 
Ickes, named to the Interior De- 
partment, were approved without a 
word of comment. 


« Lewis on Naming of Ickes. 


When the name of Ickes, who 
managed Hiram Johnson’s Repub- 
lian Progressive campaign for 
the presidential nomination in 1920, 
was called, Senator Lewis (Dem.), 
Illinois, said: “There may be some 
Senators who do not know the 
man presented as Secretary of the 
Interior by the President. I will 
not disguise that for myself I was 
anxious that any appointment from 
Illinois would go to a Democrat, 
but I am pleased to advise that, 
since the President has found him 
satisfactory, he is an able lawyer, 
and in point of integrity a gentle 
man representing a scrupulous 
standard.” Ickes’ nomination was 
confirmed. °

Early Special Session Likely. 

Friends of Mr. Roosevelt said he 
had not decided upon an exact date 
for the special session of the new 
Congress and would not do ‘so until 
a definite agreement on banking 
legislation had been reached. is 
was hoped for over the week-end. 

Soon after he was confirmed as 
Secretary of State in the new ad- 
ministration. Cordell Hull, one of

Clearing House Certificates. 


Panic conditions in the closing 
months of. 1907, when many ) 
closed in other cities, were met in 


St. Louis without the closing of any 
bank, and by two devices to relieve 
the shortage of currency. — 

First, Clearing House certificates 
were issues for use among the 
banks, to take the place of money 
and to leave a greater amount of 
currency for general circulation. 
The certificate plan was adopted 
Oct, 26, 1907, an@ continued for sev- 
eral months. 

Second, “John Smith” checks, 
payable to bearer, and in denomina- 
tion of $1, $5 and $10, were issued 
by local National Banks, and were 
widely used for payrolls and in re- 
tail trade, during the period of cur- 
rency shortage. The “John Smith” 
checks first appeared Nov. 2, 1907, 
and their use continued for several 
weeks, diminishing as currency 
came back into circulation. By 
Christmas the “John Smiths” were 
practically out of circulation, and 
the use of currency was again gen- 
eral. 

The Clearing House Association, 
of which William H. Lee was then 
president, and of which 46 banks 
and trust companies were mem- 
bers, adopted the certificate plan 
after the New York and Chicago 
Clearing Houses had taken similar 
action. 

Used to Release Currency. . 

The member banks, on depositing 
securities with the Clearing House, 
received the Clearing House certi- 
ficates to 75 per cent of the value 
of the securities. The certificates 
were used exclusively among the 
banks and trust-companies, to re- 
lease currency which their transac- 
tions would otherwise have re- 
quired. 

It was true then, as at present, 
that the total of savings deposits in 
the country at large, and in this or 
ahy other city, was several times 
greater than the total amount of 
money in circulation ,and_ that 
when large numbers of bank depos- 
itors demanded their money simul- 
taneously, there was not enough to 
gv around. 

At the same time that it adopted 
the certificate plan, Oct. 26, 1907, 
the Clearing House requested four 
local trust companies to require of 
their savings depositors the 30- 
days’ notice for withdrawal of sums 
up to $123, and 60-days’ notice for 
more than $100, permitted under 
the companies’ rules, 

As a tendency to hoarding ap- 


their discretion about paying out 
currency. Paying tellers were in- 
structed not to cash checks for the 
withdrawal of considerable 
amounts, which appeared to be for 
hoarding. The applicants were re- 
ferred to the officers of the banks, 
and if they could show that they 
needed the money for business 
uses, it was paid to them, otherwise 
payment was deferred. This was 
an arbitrary action, taken for the 
protection of depositors and of 
business conditions in general. 

The banks, at the same time, sub- 
stituted payment by check for pay- 
ment of cash in all transactions 
where this was possible. 

“John Smith Checks.” 

This led to issuance of cashier's 
checks in smaller amounts, for pay- 
roll use, and Nov. 2 the “John 
Smith” check method was perfect- 
ed. 

These slips of blue, green and 
yellow paper were cashier’s checks 
of the National Bank of Commerce, 
Third-National Bank and Mechan- 
ics-American National Bank. The 
Merchants-Liaclede National and 
State National Banks later did the 
same, Their issuance, it was an- 
nounced when the checks first ap- 
peared; resulted from a suggestion 
made by officers of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union. 

The checks, on the regular cash- 
ier’s check blanks of the three 
banks, read, “Pay to the Order of 
Bearer, $1 (or $5, or $10). Payable 
Only Through the St. Louis Clear- 
ing House.” They were signed by 
the president of the bank. No in- 
dorsement, and no identification of 
the holder, was required, so_ that 
they circulated in the ‘same man- 
ner as money. 

Some of the first checks issued 
by the Bank of Cemmerce were 
madé payable to “John Smith or 
Bearér,” and this gave to all such 


Smith checks.” 
Checks ‘Readily Accepted. 

No difficulty was experienced in 
circulating the “John Smith” 
‘checks. Bank depositors took them 
readily in lieu of cash, and mer- 
chants in all lines of business ac-

At the same time, the banks en- 
couraged the opening of small 
checking account3, and placed re- 
strictions on the renting of safe 
deposit boxes, to discourage the 
hoarding of currency. The street 
car company issued instructions to 
conductors not to accept checks 
from individuals, but the company 
would accept “John Smiths,” or 
checks from responsible persons, in 
payment for books of street car 
tickets. 


When it was found that New 
York banks declined to ship cur- 
rency to St. Louis, the St. Louis 
banks retaliated by refusing to han- 
dle checks of Government employes, 
which were made payable in New 
York. To cash the checks, 
Louis. bankers said, would withdraw 
currency which the New York 
banks would not send back. 

Federal Scrip Helps. ‘ 

Within a few days, some relief 
from the “f. s.” (financial strin- 
gency), as it was then generally 
called, began to appear locally. 
Banks found themselves able to pay 
out more cash in cases of need and 
the receipt of $500,000 of gold from 
London, in the middle of November 
helped the situation. 


Issuance of Federal scrip, or 
Government loan certificates, 
proved useful in bringing money 
out of hoarding, and St. Louis sub- 
scriptions to the scrip exceeded 


$5,000,000 out of the entire issue of! 


$100,000,000. 

At the end of November, the 
banks were able to furnish the city 
cash for paying its laborers and 
small-pay employes, like hospital 
attendants, but the larger city. sal- 
aries had to be paid in checks. The 
same plan was followed with the 
railroads and other large employers. 

Through December, 1907, steady 
improvement in conditions was re- 
ported.

OF POISON FROM TACK 


Photographer, Native of Ger- 
many, Took Pictures of 
Kaiser During Two Years. 


W. T. Kandeler, former Berlin 
photographer in business here for 
32 years, died of blood poisoning 
yesterday at St. Mary’s Hospital as 
the result of stepping on a carpet 
tack upon arising Feb. 8 at his 
home, 5439 Vernon avenue.. 

A bone in the heel was scratched 
by the tack, which was more than 
half an inch long, so that infec- 
tion occurred, although Mr. Kande- 
ler sought immediate medical atten- 
tion. He was taken to the hospital 
Feb. 10. ) 

His airedale, “Rush,” died Thurs- 
day, principally of grief, veterinari- 
ans said. The dog, a registered fe- 
male, which had been his insepara- 
ble companion since he obtained it, ‘ 
a two-week-old puppy, at Louisville 
seven years ago, had neglected its 
food and steadily declined during 
Mr. Kandeler’s illness.

The two-day bank holiday in Mis- 
gourl was declared by Gov. Pafk 


jshortly after 1 o’clock this morn- 
ling, following telephone conferences 


with bankers in St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Chicago. 

Word of the impending holidays 
to be declared in New York and Il- 
linois had reached the Governor, 
and he was informed of the re 
strictions on withdrawals ordered 
in Kansas and the extension of Ok- 
lahoma’s bank holiday. 


Initiative in urging Gov. Park to 
declare the holiday was assumed 
by the Clearing House Asgociation 
of Kansas City. Representatives of 
that association telephoned him 
Friday night at 10:30 o'clock, re- 
porting that an acute banking 
emergency had arisen in Kansas 
City, because of the moratoriums 
in other states and the difficulties 
of three Kansas City banks. 

Park Objected at First. 

At first the Governor was not dis- 
posed to do what was desired by the 
bankers, holding that he had no 
legal authority to declare a holiday. 
He was told that all Kansas City 
banks were undergoing heavy with- 
drawals; that the Fidelity National 
Bank and, Trust Co., and its affili- 
ate, Fidelity Savings Trust Co., 
posted restrictions Friday, limiting 
withdrawals to 5 per cent; that the 
Missouri Savings Bank and Trust 
Co., of Kansas City, had declared a 
moratorium of its own. The two 
Fidelity banks, which are in pro- 
cess of consolidation, had deposits 
of $2£000,000 and the Missouri Sav- 
ings Bank and Trust Co. had depos- 
its of $2,900,000. 

Also the Governor was informed 
that the St. Louis Clearing House 
Association was in session, that 
other Clearing House associations 
were meeting in Illinois and New 
York, and that something had to 
be done in Missouri. 

Summoning Finance Commis 
sioner Moberly, Park had him com- 
municate with the St. Louis Clear- 
ing House. Moberly reported 
opinion of its members was divid- 
ed. Some favored a banking holi- 
day, others doubted it would be 
advisable. 


About 1 o'clock this morning, 
Gov. Park talked over the tele- 
phone with H. G. Leedy, attorney 
for the Federal Reserve Bank in 
Kansas City. Leedy told him, the 
Governor said, that it was the 
unanimous opinion of Kansas City 
bankers that they must have a 
“breathing spell.” 

Gov. Park then telephoned Presi- 
dent Hawes of the St. Louis Clear- 
ing House “Association, relating the 
information that had been given 
him, and Hawes acquiesced in the 
Governor’s decision to declare a 
holiday. 

Thereupon Gov. Park issued this 
statement: 

“As neighboring States have de- 
clared bank moratoriums, I de 
clare a bank holiday for the entire 
State of Missouri for téday and 
Monday.” 

No official proclamation was or 
will be issued, Gov. Park said, hold- 
ing that the law did not empower 
him to take official action. His 
deciaration of a holiday, he said, 
was in the nature of a request 
which he expected banks to follow. 

The holiday was observed by vir- 
tually all banks. Exceptions were 
banks at Moberly, Hannibal, Salis- 
bury, Columbia, Monett, Cassville, 
Warrensburg and Poplar Bluff. 

National banks, seeking instruc- 
tions on how they were to accept 
Gov. Park’s declaration, were ad- 
vised by Robert Neill, Chief Na- 
tional Bank Examiner at St. Louis, 
to comply with the Governors 
wishes.

4.—A handful of Japanese soldiers, 


pushing through a blizzard from gon 


Pingchuan, marched into Jehol 
City, in Mongolia, at 11:30 o'clock 
this morning and took over with- 


out a struggle. 

Only 128 men were in the ad- 
vance guard which was first to 
reach the objective of Japan's in-

ing a shot, then pushed on south- 
ward toward the great wall of 
China. 

Tang Yu-Lin, Governor of the 
Jehol Province and commander of 
its army, had fled. The defending 
troops were in retreat. Most or the

It was also understood that, 
groups of Marshal Chang's troops 
continued to fight desperately to 
day. Portions of his army near 
Koupeikow Pass are being provi- 
sioned by a supply “train” of rick- 
shaws from Peiping. These carts 
last night traveled over the moun- 
tainous country without pause. 
Inhabitants of Jehol were said to 
have welcomed the invaders and to 
have denounced the regime of Gen. 
Tang. 

The small Japanese force broke 
through the defense between the 
capital and Pingehuan, but the 


people had left, taking with them 
all they could carry of their own 


Behind the vanguard Gen. Kawa- 
hara’s 16th Infantry moved up to 
ward the capital. This main body 
had been checked briefly by a force 
of 3000 Chinese four miles from the! 
capital. There was a short battle, 
the Chinese were routed, leaving 
behind artillery, machine guns and 
cavalry mounts. 


Behind the 16th came the i4th 
Infantry under Gen. Hattori. This 
force scattered the Chinese defend- 
ers south of Lingyuan and captured 
the pass at Lenkow, in the moun- 
tains between Shanhaikwan and 
Koupeikow. Koupeikow is 50 miles 
from Peiping. 

It took only 11 days to conquer 
Jehol and the campaign, Japanese 
officers said, cost much less than 
thay had anticipated. It also re- 
quired less time, for the base head- 
quarters here had predicted Jehol 
City would fall by March 10. 

The immediate work in hand now 
involves driving the remaining 
armed Chinese out of the province. 
This will require an advance bde- 
yond the capital to the great wall, 
which now will be the southern 
boundary of Manchukuo, increased 
in extent by the annexation of Je- 
hol. 

“We have no desire to pass the 
wall,” an army spokesman said to- 
day, “unless we are compelled to 
do so for the protection of Jap- 
anese who live in Peiping and/| 
Tientsin. If their safety is not 
threatened by the Chinese in this 
conflict is as good as over now.”

Just before the arrival of the en- 
emy early yesterday morning, Je- 
hol City was so peaceful it was 
hard to believe armies were fight- 
ing at its gates.

Most of them) 
had left during the last few days, | 
pushing ahead of them wheelbar- 
rows piled with their -few belong- 
ings, riding south on bicycles, in 
rickshas, in pony carts or automo- 
biles. Hundreds started the long 
hard journey afoot. Most of the 
local officials had gone, the post- 
office was closed and the adminis- 
trative offices deserted. ' 

Word of the capture of Ping- 
chuan came Friday afternoon, 
and that evening the first of the 
retreating Chinese army straggied 
into the city.

HEAVY FLOW OF U. S$. MONEY 
REPORTED IN CANADIAN BANKS 


By the Associated Press. 

MONTREAL, March 4—Finance 
Minister Rhodes issued the follow- 
ing statement today: R 

“Canadian banks are in a very 
strong and exceptionally liquid 
position, wholly capable of meeting 
any demands made upon them. The 
situation in the United States arises 
from domestic conditions in that 
country, and any reaction upon our 
position should result to our ad- 
vantage.” 

The feeling in responsible circles 
appeared to be that the American 
bank hpliday will relieve the finan- | 
cial situation, although it may 
hamper for a time the normal 
trade between the two countries. 

During the past few days there 
has been a heavy flow of Ameri- 
can money into Canadian banks, 
especially those along the border.

Mrs. Roosevelt Says Simplicity Will Mark 
White House Functions—To Develop 
American Menus.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 4,—In the 
big, high-ceilinged sitting room in 
the southwest corner of the White 
House that is to be her home for 
the next four years, Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt stood this afternoon, 
gazing soberly out the window as 
she drew off her gloves. 

“It was very, very solemn,” she 
said slowly, “and a little terrify- 
ing.” 

“The crowds were so tremen- 


dous,” Mrs. Roosevelt added, “and 
you felt that they would do any- 
thing—if only someone would tell 
them what to do. 

“IT felt that particularly, because, 
when Franklin got to that part of 
his speech in which he_ said it 
might become necessary for him to 
assume powers ordinarily granted 
to a President in war time, he re- 
ceived his biggest demonstration. 

“No one at all close to people 
in. public life today can fail to real- 
ize that we are all of us facing ex- 
tremely critical times. 

No Time to Be Light Hearted. 

“No woman entering the White 
House, if she accepts the fact that 
it belongs to the people and there- 
fore must be representative of 
whatever conditions the people are 
facing, can light-heartedly take up 
her residence here. 

“One has a feeling of going it 
blindly, because we’re in a tremen- 
dous stream, and none of us know 
where we're going to land. 

“The important thing, it seems 
to me, is our attitude toward what- 
ever may happen. Jt must be will- 
ingness to accept and share with 
others whatever may come and to 
meet the future courageously, with 
a cheerful spirit. 

“We women have to go about our 
daily task of home making, no 
matter what may happen, and we 
needn’t feel that ours is an unim- 
portant part, for our courage an 
our willingness to sacrifice may 
well be the spring board from 
which recovery may come.” 

The woman of many interests 
who today became the nation’s 
“first lady,” will. be herself chief- 
ly occupied the next few weeks, 
with housekeeping. 

“There will be, of course, all the 
settling te do,” she said. 

“And there will be necessary some 
figuring to cut down expenses at 


a 


least 25 per cent in accordance with 
my husband’s policy. 

To Try Out New Foods. 
“I am going to try out a few 
things which I think may be inte-:- 
esting. I want to try out here 
somé of these new foods that Flora 
Rose and the others are develop- 
ing at Cornell University.” 
In the department of home eco- 
nomics at Cornell, foods are being 
devised that may meet the dietary 
needs of families with depleted in- 
comes.

Body Named to Conduct City- 
Wide Campaign for Con- 
demnation Amendments. 


—— 


A committee of civie and business 
men and women, headed by John 
M. Robertson, president of the 
Building Owners’ and Managers” 
Association, has been organized to 
conduct a city-wide campaign for 
passage at the municipal election 
on April 4 of two amendments to 
the city charter, designed to 
eliminate objections to the present 
method of condemnation and the 
spread of benefit assessments for 
public improvements. 

The amendments, which will be

which was headed by Dr. Isaac Lip- 
pincott, professor of-economics of 
Washington University. 

Briefly, the amendments provide 
for the organization of a permanent 
condemnation commission; more 
direct notice to property owners of 
proposed benefit districts; prelim- 
inary authoritative estimates of the 
costs of proposed improvements, to 
be presented with the original pro- 
posal to the Board of Public Ser- 
vice; the definite establishment of 
a maximum cost of a project; pay- 
ment of benefit assessments in in- 
staliments; relieving the property 
owners of the burden of interest on 
assessments prior to the comple- 
tion of tind e improvements, and 
a more equ method of assess- 
ing benefit judgments. 

The campaign for the amend- 
ments will be under the auspices 
of the General Council on Civic 
Needs. Offices will be maintained 
in the Chamber of Commerce.

Two years ago the bill tor the 
$8 per patient contribution was 
passed to apply to all patients 
in the City Sanitarium, it being 
the purpose to reimburse the city 
to that extent for the cost of op- 
eration and for its capital invest- 
ment. But it is now proposed to 
limit this payment to the “insane’ 
poor patients,” eliminating pay- 
ment for paying patients. This 
will reduce the State expected con- 
tribution to the city by approxi- 
mately $64,000. 

Under this proposed legislation 
the State will contribute half the 
cost, under the House bill, or all 
the cost, under the Senate bill, for 
maintaining patients from counties 
outside St. Louis, but will contrib- 
ute less than one-third the cost 
of maintaining St. Louis patients, 
which has been found to be $26.77 
per month. 

Notwithstanding the interest St. 
Louis has in this legislation, the 


was found voting almost solidly 
for it. When the House bill to 
saddle half the cost on the State 
revenue fund was up for final 
passage, only one St. , Louis 
Representative voted against it, 
Representative William Warren 
Burke, 4018 Laclede avenue. In 
fact Burke was the only member 
of the House to vote against the 
bill. The remaining members 
voted for it or were absent. 


An Unsuccessful Effort. 

An unsuccessful effort was 
made by four St. Louis Represen- , 
tatives, Fontana, Walsh, Burke) 
and Hess to obtain favorable con- 
sideration for St. Louis in the dis- 
tribution of road funds. 

They proposed in a bill that 
streets of all municipalities which 
were ised as state highways 
should be maintained and con- 
structed at the expense of the 
State road fund, and that that 
fund should bear the cost of nec- 
essary widening of such streets. 
The bill was promptly killed by 
the House Committee and Roads 
and Highways. 

There is, however, another bill 
pending which would permit such 
expenditures in practically every 
city and town in the state except 
St. Louis and Kansas City. It was 
introduced by Representative Rob- 
erts of St. Francois County and 
applies only to second, third and 
fourth class cities. It is still pend- 
ing in the Municipal Corporations 
Committee, but if it should be 
passed the state would pay the 
cost of maintaining streets in the 
smaller cities used as parts of the 
state highways, but would not pay 
the cost of maintaining streets in 
St. Louls used for the same pur- 
pose. Yet St. Louis pays 25 per 
cent of the money which goes in- 
to the road fund. 


There is a possibility, too. that 
St. Louis will be called upon to 
increase its contributions through 
the income tax, inheritance tax,’ 
corporation franchise tax and oth- 
er taxes. This could come about 
if a proposal to abolish the direct 
property tax of 5 cents on the 
$100 valuation should be enacted 
into law. This property tax 
amounts to abott $2,400,000 a 
year, of which about $620,000 is 
paid by St. Louisans. If the prop- 
erty tax should be abolished it 
would be necessary to obtain the 
$2,400,000 from other sources, 
probably increasing the income, 
inheritance and other taxes, of 
which St. Louis pays about 60 
per cent. Thus about $1,200,000 
would be collected from St. Louis, | P 
which would save the slightly 
more than $600,000 it now pays 
in-property taxes to the State, but 
would have a net increase of about 
$600,000. 


Whole World at War, Western Nations With Gold, Eastern With Steel— 
Hungry Nationalism the Cause—League of Nations Powerless, and Not Really in 
Earnest, While Two Great Nations, United States and Russia, Stand Aloof.

LONDON, March 4. 
HE Manchurian embroglio is a sample 
Tox of the bulk world mess—everybody 
is preaching sound doctrine to a fellow 
sinner, no one is prepared to take the risk 
of putting it into operation himself or impos- 
ing it unduly on others. Consequently, the 
general muddle becomes worse -almost day 
by day. 

Hungry nationalism caused by war has 
driven the nations of the West to protect 
themselves and prey on their neighbors by 
tariffs, quotas, exchange restrictions, and cur- 
rency manipulations. They fight with gold 
and bombard with tolls. 

In the East, nationalism has taken to the 
old, primitive methods of invasion and annex- 
ation. The nations there still fight with steel. 
Motives are the same; methods differ, and 
that only temporarily. The West is not dis- 
arming, which means that it has oaly laid 
aside the weapons of death until a more con- 
venient opportunity and when that comes— 
it may any day—we may revert to the ex- 
ample of the East. 

For a year and half, while assemblies of 
the League of Nations have gathered and dis- 
persed, while the disarmament conference 
bas wasted in months of windy futility, while 
statesmen have delivered ringing orations on 
behalf of peace and reconstruction to a world 
tumbling ever deeper into chaos, a real war 
in which men, yea, and women and children, 
have been killed has been in progress be- 
tween China and Japan. 


League Keeps on Talking 

While Japan Invades China. 

Manchuria, a great Chinese province, has 
been overrun by Japanese troops, torn from 
the Chinese nation, and set up as a puppet 
state under Japanese control. Chinese rail- 
roads have been sequestered and Chinese 
troops driven out and slaughtered. And, to 
leave no uncertainty as to the friendly nature 
of these operations, there was also thrown: in 
a raid on Shanghai, where Japanese forces 
attacked the Chinese by land, sea and air, 
bombing the Chinese quarter of the town and 
inflicting thousands of casualties, both on sol- 
diers and civilians. 

This has been going on a year and a half; 
and for the same period the League of Na- 
tions has been watching the situation and 
examining it, debating what it ought to do 
to fulfill its essential function of settling dis- 
putes between member etates and stopping or 
punishing aggression. 

Japan responded by pushing further 
Then the League of Nations appointed the 
Lytton Commission—five highly qualified 
representatives of five great nations, includ- 
ing the United States—to investigate the 
facts. The Commission reported unanimously 
against Japanese,retention of Manchuria. 
Japan retorted by laying claim in the name 
of its puppet to the province of Jehol, lying 
between Manchuria and the great wall of 
China. That would bring Japan within easy 
distance of Peiping. 

Japanese Attitude Defiant 

in Face of World Disapprovea 1. 

It must be admitted that whatever faults 
can be attributed to it, the League certajn- 
ly has not failed to give the Chino-Japanese 
issue the fullest possible judicial examination; 
that it has reached its verdict in an unhur- 
ried calm; that it has tried every avenue for 
conciliation, and that the unanimity, first of 
the Council, then of the Lytton Commission, 
then of the Committee of 19, leaves no 
shadow of room for doubt that the weight 
of evidence against Japan is quite ,over- 
whelming. | 

The naked fact stands out that, after 
scrupulous care, the judgment of the civilized 
world is unfaltering in denouncing Japan's 
action in Manchuria and its continued occu- 


pation of that territory as a breach of jus- } 


tice, of treaty pledges and international law. 
That's the fact. What of the.consequeneces? 
Japan apparently will withdraw officially 
from the League of Nations and continue her 
course of aggression by attempting to overrun 
Jehol and annex it to Manchuria. 
China will strive to resist this. Japan 
promises to stop her victorious march at the 
great wall—unless trouble threatens beyond 
that means she will go forward until China 
surrenders her national rights in Manchuria 
completely and abjectly.

It will be a gruesome struggle, for the 400,-

as the Civil War has improvised in the prov- 
inces will be shattered. Aparchy will follow 
organized banditry and when China ultimate- 
ly emerges from this confusion there will .be 
a few millions fewer Chinese, but the rest 
will reform into states imbued with hatred 
of their relentless island foe. Thus will the 
reign of peace on earth be further post- 
poned. 

What will the League of Nations @o about 
it? 

In theory, the League disposes of consider- 
able powers. By defying the League and con- 
tinuing against China in Manchuria and Jehol 
what are beyond all logomachy acts of war, 
Japan renders herself liable to the sanctions 
of Article 16 of the covenant, whereby all 
other states members of the League are re- 
quired to sever all trade or financial relations 
with her, prohibit all intercourse of their na- 
tionals with her nationals, and prevent all 
financial, commercial or personal intercourse 
between their subjects and Japan. The article 
also authorizes the League Council to arrange 
for combined military naval, or air force ac- 
tion by its members against guilty states. 

But the difficulty of this is that the League 
is not a unit. It is a miscellany. Pulled on, 
it proves a rope of sand. It is no more than 
a collection of states in membership with it. 
They are independent sovereign states. None 
of them will allow another state or group of 
states to dietate to it what they shall do in 
face of this crisis; and none of them will be

States and Russia, both of which countries 
are at least as closely interested in the ques- 
tion as the other members of the League. 
The fact that no League decision effects the 
attitude of these two great Powers rules out 
any real drastic action by the League alone. 

As the League cannot enforce Article 16 
and won’t attempt to do so, it must try to 
save itg face by remitting the question to a 
joint conference between its menitbers and 
non-member states, America and Russia, if 
such a confererfce can be arranged. 

So the next question that arises is: What 
will the great Powers do, singly or in con- 
cert? } 

It may, I think, be taken for granted that 
they will strain every nerve to avoid actual 
warfare with either Japan or China. Develop- 
ments in China may compel them to despatch 
naval or military forces to defend their own 
national concession areas. But nobody wants 
war if it can possibly be avoided. 

At the outset of the struggle in 1931, joint 
action promptly and resolutely taken by Brit- 
ain and the United States would have forced 
settlement out of hand without involving any 
country in actual hostilities. "But the chance 
for that has now gone by. Japan has come 
to the conclusion—for which the fussy ir- 
resolution of most countries has given her 
ample ground—that nothing would induce 
anyone to interfere with her; that is why she 
calis the bluff when there is any bluster. 

The price of that lost opportunity will prove 
heavy and China won’t be the only country

T IS a well-known and irrefutable fact | 


& that the economic affairs of the coun- 
try cannot be conducted contrary to the

Yet, when the demand for railroad service 
‘decreased, the price was increased. When 
the demand for postal service decreased,

And now, 
some legislators have acted to set an 
arbitrary increaged price on certain com- 
modities, which’ would tend still further 
to restrict demand, and which would tend 
to increase the supply of the commodities 
available in spite of supervision to re- 
strict production.

No more stupendous task could confront a chief 
executive than to seek a way out of such a ¢tatas- 
trophe. It is a vastly more difficult problem than 
any of our other Presidents has* sought ta solve. 
Even Lincoln, facing the certainty of division among 
the people and the terrible ordeal of civil war, dealt 
with a far less complex situation than that by which 
Mr, Roosevelt is faced. i 

‘What does the new President propose? He has 
plainly spared no one, not even himself, in attempt- 
ing to get at the root of the malady which has pros- 
trated the nation. He proposes that we put the 
people to work, a suggestion in which he has already 
given us some notion of what he has in mind; that 
we raise the value of farm produets, from which we 
assume he means that he would employ measures 
within: and without the nation; that we forestall 
losses through foreclosures, cut the cost of govern- 
ment everywhere, unify relief activities; that we 
have national supervision of transportation, com- 
munications and other utilities of a public charac 
ter; that we impose strict supervision upon all bank- 
ing, credits and investments; that we stick to sound 
money; that we end speculation with other people's 
money; that we restore world trade by economic 
adjustments; that we dedicate the nation to the 
policy of “the good neighbor,” and seek happiness 
rather than the possession of money. 

Much of this program is not new. Certainly it 
will test the wisdom of the country te determine 
how we can eurb the abuses of the speculative in- 
stinct which induced the credit panic; how we can 
destroy all the cunning traps set by Wall Street to 
catch other people’s money; how we can, under the 
Federal Constitution, regulate the utilities; how we 
can make transportation, which has been a financial 
plaything, inte a public service; how we cay instill 
in the national psychology the love of other things 
than the power and ostentation that go with money. 
It is a riddle worthy of Oedipus. Nevertheless, there 
can be no better time for a new philosophy than that 
in which we view the wreck of the old. It is true, as 
Plato said, that ruin follows when the trader rules. 
We have had government for a long time by the 
bankerg and industrialists. We have not been a self- 
governing people. Not until we become such, can 
our fortunes be better than they are now. 

No serious student of political science, we imagine, 
believes that our own or any other government can 
right either the international economy or its own 
domestic economy except by the exercise of patience 
and wigdom. Men everywhere are in the trough of a 
great depression which is ysually attributed to the 
World War. But the World War bears a dual rela- 
tion to the depression. It not: only upset the rela- 
tions of nations everywhere and elevated countries 
like our own to levels from which they were bound

is made up of many labels. The men count; their 
prior party associations are meaningless. 

The issue with which the new administration is 
to deal is not between democracy and some other 
form of government, or between capitalism and so- 
cialism. , The issue is between the welfare of the 
whole people as.opposed to the fortynes of the priv- 
‘ieged few, The spectacle of want in the midgt of 
plenty is nothing new in history; it has only become 
more insistent in our own eountry- because of the 
much more startling disparity, We are the richest 
people in history, but.a very small percentage of us 
have more than all the rest. The organized wealth 
of the country has had a teo great influence upon 
government, upon industry, upon finance. The dis- 
position of the country to become more and more 
intensely mechanized has aggravated an unfair dis- 
tribution of wealth. To ameliorate this condition is 
the most important of all the definitions to be placed 
upon the New Deal. We cannot have a New Deal while 
2 per cent of the population owns 60 per cent of the 
national wealth, while 65 per cent of the population 
owns only 5 per cent of the national wealth. We 
cannot have a New Deal so long as the 22,000,000 
people who actually live upen and who derive their 
livelihood from farms enjoy only 7 per cent of the 
national income. 

The new administration ean be diligent in the de- 


termination of such' mutual advantages as can be/ 


found in the trade of nations, It can be helpful in the 
difficult fields of war debt amelioration, the urgent 
need for peace and amity among peoples, the will to 
make armaments less burdensome in a world’ which 
cannot afford them; but our domestic economy is 
going to require a surgical operation. The era of 
pioneering is over.

Sitting in.his library where books 
stretch in hundreds to the ceiling 
on all four sides, the gray-hafred, 
stockily builtyman, with a power- 
ful, square-jawed face, said. 

“Many persons talk of the world’s 
returning to the Middle Ages. Con-

among nations and the outbreak of 
new and repeated wars could -pro- 
duce this situation. 

“To prevent itethe United States 
is the world’s chief hope.” 

Asked what America must do to 
fulfill this apostolate, Orlando re- 
plied: 

“Simply keep your head, don’t in- 
‘dulge in strange political or eco- 
nomic experiments, keep up her 
courage, keep out of war and con- 
tinue peacefully to work out her 
salvation.” 

Shunned U. 8. Publicity. 

Orlando’s voice was vibrant with 
suppressed oratory, an oratory in 
which he has no rival in Italy ex- 
cept Mussolini himself. 

The former peace negotiator was 
in America briefly last year, visit- 
ing his daughter, Carlotta, a resi- 
dent of New York. In that city he 
attended a “friendship dinner.” 

He returned, he said, with a 
sense of the greatness of the United 
States and her future promise. 

The man who took over the su- 
preme post in the Italian Govern- 
ment just after the shattering de- 
feat of Caporetto in 1917, and led 
Italy to victory over Austria in 
1918, chuckled as he related how he 
dodged New York newspaper men 
because he did not want to be in- 
terviewed on present Italy. 

Silent Clash With Duce. 

Orlando, once a headline name 
for all Italian newspapers and those 
of other nations, is seldom men- 
tioned in the Fascist press. Known 
as the “last great Italian liberal,” 
he lives under fascism quietly and 
unmolested, carrying on his law 
practice. 

His last silent clash with the 
regime came in 1931, when he re- 
signed his post as professor of con- 
stitutional law at the University of 
Rome, a post he had held 45 years, 
rather than take the Fascist loyalty 
oath established for university pro- 
fessors. 

The statesman’s memories of the 
peace conference are vivid, particu- 
larly of Wilson’s famous message 
over the head of the Italian Gov- 
ernment directly to the Italian peo- 
ple protesting Italy’s “unjustifiable 
claim to Fiume.”

McDonnell predicted that another 
decade will see “nearly all cities 
with municipally owned utilities.” 


“They are bobbing up right along 
as fast as franchises expire,” he 
said. “The time is coming when 
homes will be heated and cooled by 
electricity. Under the rates charged 
by private utilities the cost of these 
services is too high, but city-owned 
plants can give low rates which will 
produce a volume of business suffi- 
cient to sustain such usage in a 
practical and economical manner. 

“Municipal ownership is lacking 
today only in thos@cities where the 
people have not been educated to 
its-economy or where the struggle 
to acquire it has met with reverses 
through litigatien instituted by pri- 
vately owned companie 

Many City-Owned a 

“Some people have the idea that 
agitation for city-owned utilities is 
akin to Communism or Socialism. 
There are 2400 municipal light 
plants and 7800 municipal water 
plants in the United States. Does 
that sound like Communism?” 

The vote on municipal owner- 
ship was ordered by the city coun- 
cil of Granite ‘City after the Mli- 
nois Power & Light Corporation 
refused to consider a request for 
a voluntary reduction pf one-third 
in electric rates. 

McDonnell assailed the utility 
holding companies and. described 
their pyramiding of security is- 
sues as “Insullism” which had “cost 
the American public millions of 
dollars in financial investment 
losses, high utility rates, burden- 
some taxes, and many fine muni- 
cipal buildings which they might 
have erected from the revenues of 
city-owned utilities.” 

He bitterly denounced the “stran- 
gle-hold”,of utilities on cities and 
told how investigations had dis- 
closed expenditures of millions of 
dollars for propaganda to main- 
tain that hold.

GASOLINE TAX COLLECTIONS 
IN JANUARY SET STATE RECORD 


Above $700, Mark for First 
Time Since Law Went Into 
Effect in 1925.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 4. — 
Gasoline tax collections in January 
went over the $700,000 mark: for the 
first time since enactment of the 


gasoline tax law in Missouri, Hen- 
ry A. Perriguey, State Oil Inspec- 
tor, announced today. 

The collections for January, 1933, 
to date total $708,251, compared 
with $692,152 for January, 1932, a 
gain of $16,008. The gasoline tax 
law went into effect Jan. 1, 1925. 

To date the department has col- 
lected $9 183,199 for 1932, a loss of 
about.3 per cent compared with 
$9,477,340 collected in 1931. 


POSTAL REGULATIONS REVISED 


Hoover Signs Bill Affecting News- 

: papers and Magazines. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—Presi- 


dent Hoover today signed a meas- 


ure amending Postoffice regula- 
tions to require publication not 
later than October each year of 
a sworn statement by newspapers 
and magazines, containing the 
names of bondholders, mortagees 
and other security holders, the 
average circulation and other ma- 
terials. 

The act provides that privileges 
of the mails shail be denied any 
publication that neglects to comply 
with such orders within 10 days 
after notice by registered letter of 
its failure to do so. Fines of not 
less than $50 nor more than $500 
are provided for any editor or pub- 
lisher printing editorial or other 
reading matter for which com- 
pensation is paid without so mark- 
ing the material.

Says Motor Car 
Is Only as Modern 
As the Tires on It 


An automobile, nd matter how 
up-to-date, ,is only as modern as 
the tires with which it is equipped, 
according to F. R. Harris, branch 
manager for the Kelly-Springfield 
Co. For automobile design has ad- 
vanced only as tires have developed, 
he says. 

“At present a motorist has avail- 
able in his car, power, speed and 
durability. Progressive engineering 
has made these things available at 
prices that a few years ago would 
have been considered impossible. 
However, in many cases the motor- 
ist gives little consideration to that 
equipment which, as much as any- 
thing else, has made possible to- 
day’s automobiles—the tires. 

“When cars were first built, they 
were handicapped because the only 
tires available were unsuited to the 
new mode of transportation. These 
tires, adapted from carriages and 
bicycles, were behind even the me- 
chanically inefficient horseless car- 
riages. 

“Tt was not until tire experts— 
and Kelly-Springfield was in the 
van—developed suitable pneumatic 
tires that motor cars became effi- 
cient and practical. ; 

“Considering this, it is interesting 
to note the highly important part 
that tires are at present playing in 
the development of automobiles. To- 
day’s cars are built to attain speeds 
of 80, 90 and more miles an hour. 
To control this speed, quick-acting 
brakes are necessary. Modern au- 
tomobiles, too, are large and heavy 
and it is taken for granted that 
they must be comfortable. 

“All these things are dependent 
upon the tires. Tires which would 
have been satisfactory four or five 
years ago would have a compara- 
tively short life on a modern car. 

“The Kelly-Springfield Co., realiz- 
ing this, is featuring what is known 
as a ‘fatigue-proof’ tire. This is so 
built that the life of the tire is pro-

HE bare facts of the matter 
were these: Pompilia, beautiful 
young daughter of a wealthy 
bourgeois family, when-13 years of 
age was forced by her mother into 
a loveless marriage with cruel and 
impoverished Count Guido. Four 
years later in Arezzo, Pompilia met 
,® young priest, Guiseppe-Caponsac- 
chi, who took pity upon her plight 
and attempted to save her from 
Guido. The husband tried to com- 
promise Pompilia with Caponsacchi 
so that he might be justified in 
killing her. In the end he did kill 
her and her parents, too, and en- 
tered a pléa of justification be- 
cause of Pompilia’s supposed rela- 
tions with the priest. It became a 
cause celebre. Pope Innocent XII, 
Who was the final judge, decided 
that Caponsacchi’s relations with 
Pompilia were wholly innocent and 
found Guido guilty of deliberate 
murder and sentenced him to death. 
Browning attempted to discover 
- the “Golden ring of truth” in the 
case, scrutinizing the souls of all 
concerned and having each tell of 
the events leading up to the crime 
* as he or she saw them. In “The 
Ring and the Book” Browning does 
not directly answer the question of 
guilt or innocence, but with much 
ingenuity, contrives to make the 
reader find it for himself. The au-

one big sigh of relief.

A German trader 
who loaded up with 
cheap jewelry to 
sell to South Sea 
Islanders, only to 
discover when we 
arrived that the 
islanders were plenti- 
fully supplied with 
mail-order cafalogues 
from the United 
States of America 
and bought jewelry 
by mail.

down on us all. 

A badly shot-up 
young Canadian ex’ 
soldier, who suffer- 
ed much, but silent- 
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ly—even to standing watch aloft one time when he 
was so weak that he fdinted and would have fallen 
to the deck if another man hadn't caught him. 

A cowboy, who, the more he saw of the sea, 
longed for the open range. 

A war-time lieutenant-commander of the Navy, 
who, after battleship duty, found our little craft so 
cramped he checked out on us at the second port 
of call. 

A retired undertaker, weighing 300 pounds, who 
decided he wanted to get away from married life 
for awhile, but began to miss that little wife and 
weep for her after two days out. 

A hot-headed son-of-a-gun from New Zealand, 
electrical engineer, who usually fixed broken things 
while the rest of us looked on helplessly. 

A cabin boy who had been a major in the Army, 
and who hadn't forgotten how to give orders. 

Myself, a former motion-picture director. 

And right here is where I spill the beans about 
the kind of men to take with you on 
your South Sea cruise. There are very 
few men over fifty Id care to travel 
with in the tropics. They can't stand 
the strain of an adventure cruise in such 
a chmate. They become 
quarrelsome, and often 
helpless. 

I learned a lot about 
human nature on _ that 


cruise. Although the Narwhal cruise will always 
stand out in my memory as a sort of nightmare, 
I am going again to the South Seas. But this time, 
I am picking my companions carefully. 

The change from everyday life on land to life 
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on bé&rd ship—and especially if one cruises in the 
tropics—will bring out every fault a person has. 

Beware of the man who is finicky about what he 
eats! - Before I take a man with me on this next 
cruise, I'm going to eat with him. One complaint 
about his food, and off the list he goes. 

Also, I don't care to be cooped up on a boat out 
on the big ocean with a man who doesn’t like music. 
Of the six “washouts” on the Norwhal cruise, the 
men who couldn't stand the gaff or who deserted 
the cruise, not one liked music of any kind. 

And NO “soldiers of fortune” for me! Such 
fellows are too venturesome and daring—as story 
tellers. They are not always so venturesome. and 
brave. I have found, when a ship begins to have the 

heebee-jeebies, or some 
other disaster seems to 
be in the offing. 

But to get back to 
that Narwhal adventure. 

Things began to hap- 
pen just as soon as we 
got out of sight of the 
Golden Gate. Our first 
storm hit us without 
warning and sent the 
ship pitching and foll- 
ing along like a thing 
possessed. In our cab- 
ins, the trunks, chairs 
and desks crashed from 
side to side, virtually de- 
molishing each other. 
Huge waves washed 
over the deck, which 
leaked badly, and 
streams of water poured 
down on. our bedding 
and clothing. 

Up from the hold 
came the fumes of gas’ 
oline. One of the cans 
had sprunk a leak. A 

lighted match might set off the 

gasoline and dynamite. An 

order was given for no smok- 

ing. One man persisted in lighting his 

pipe, after he thought the rest of us had 

gone to sleep, and was given a lesson in 

obeying orders. Needless to say, there was no sleep 
that night. 

Twenty days later we reached Honolulu, but 
the news had arrived there bees Out came the 
port authorities. warning us to get away and stay 
away with our cargo of gasoline and dynamite. 
Finally they agreed to let the Narwhal sail back and 
forth outside the harbor while members of the crew 
took turns going ashore in the lifeboat. 

Apia, cg Samoa, was our first South Sea 
island, and our first disappointment. Instead of 
dodging spears and wriggling out of cannibal pots,

like the heroes of other South Sea stories, our great: 
est trouble was in dodging Fords and motorcycles. 

Some weeks later we docked at Pago Pago and 
unload our cared. Here sickness struck us. An 
epidemic of dysentery nearly made away with sev- 
eral members of the crew. Next the captain was 
careless about a foot infection and nearly lost his 
leg and life. Another adventurer fell through an 
open hatch. 

This all cost money and time, and soon our 
funds were exhausted. In fact, there was only 86 
cents in the strong box when we sailed for New 
Caledonia, where we had hopes of -getting inter 
island cargoes. 

After a stay of several months at Noumea, New 
Caledonia, while the Narwhal made a commercial 
trip to Australia and back, we sailed for the Mar- 
quesas Islands. We had sold our power lifeboat 
for enough food to last us thirty-five days, an 
ample ‘supply, since this is usually an easy trip, 
taking not more than a month for a sailing vessel. 


T was the hurricané season, and Capt. Arey set a 

southeasterly course which would take us out of 
the hurricane zone and give us favorable wind for 
our trip north. For ten days everything was lovely. 
We bowled along before a fair wind, under a warm. 
blue tropical sky. Our spirits were high, We 
laughed, joked, played cards and ate heartily. This 
was the life, we thought. 

On the eleventh day the hurricane struck. The 
barometer had been jumping up and down all the 
previous night. In the morning the captain called 
all hands on deck to shorten sail, and we had just 
finished this task when over the horizon came the 
wickedest looking clouds I ever hope tuo see. It 
was a full hurricane coming our way. There was 
‘no doubt of that. 

Just- before « hit I got a picture of it, then ran 
for the cabin with the rest of the men. In less 
than a minute all hell seemed to mt us. Soon it 

blowing a hundred miles an hour. The sea 
was a mass of foam and angry waves dashed over 
us. The howling of the wind through the rigging 
was maddening. Two of our sails were carried 
away. It was impossible to walk on the deck unless 
you pulled your way along. There was nothing for 
the Narwhal to do but to run before the storm. 

For two weeks gales and hurricanes battered us 
almost ceaselessly. The old skipper would pace the 
deck muttering something about the “old tub can’t 
stay together much longer.” The only confirmed 
atheist in our crew spent hours on his knees praying. 
and when cross-seas caught us and the rolling was 
terrible we could hear him calling to his God to 
save us. I'll never forget the wail in his voice. 

When the last storm had spent its fury our 
position showed that we had been blown into the 
Antarctic—1100 miles off the course! We had 
‘run into snow and sleet and the cold, which seemed 
the.more intense because of our long stay in the 
tropics. The ship had sprung a leak and for the 
rest of the voyage we had to spend a half-hour out 
of each watch pumping ship. But worst of all, our 
food supply was running low. 


N spite of the grumbling of several members of 

the expedition we cut food rations in half and 
started beating back north against headwinds. As 
days went on we did not seem to make much head- 
way. We cut rations to one-third per man and 
headed for Rapa Island. Another storm rose and 
drove us away from Rapa Island, so we tried to 
make it to Pitcairn Island. We sighted Pitcairn 
Island just sixty days after sailing from Noumea on a 
“month's trip to the Marquesas Islands." Again 
strong winds kept us away from the island, but two 

atives made their way to us in small boats, through 

heavy seas, bringing bananas, oranges and a few 
chickens for which we traded some of the ship's 
equipment. 

Since the fruit would not keep, all hands were 

allowed to eat their fill, and spirits were high once 
more. But we had very‘little staple food left as we 
set our course for the Marquesas, about 1200 miles 
north. 
Another week and the food situation was des- 
perate. We were down to our last loaf of bread. 
We had very little sugar and coffee, and there 
was no more tobacco. Then men became sullen. 
They had to restrain themselves from flying at each 
other's throats on the slightest provocation. Trivial 
little things caused heated quarrels between us. 

Those of us who could stay friendly would gather 
together and talk for hours about the wonderful 
meals we would have if we ever saw San Francisco 
again. I tried to read, but every book seemed to 
devote pages to describing banquets and dinners! 
Once, in a rage, I threw my favorite book over: 
board and gleefully watched it sink. : 

The smokers suffered most. They ground up 
shoe leather, tea grounds, cocoanut husks, rope and 
canvas in an attempt to get the old “tobacco kick.” 
To watch them you would think they would have 
killed a man for a smoke. Theie nerves were com- 
pletely shattered. ; 

‘Then a great discovery was made. In the hold 
was some spoiled flour which the cook had thrown 
away. In another murky portion of the hold we 
found a spoiled barrel of corn beef. 

The rats had been in the flour and it was full 
of weevils, but we made “bread” out of it. We 
boiled the spoiled corn beef in sea water, ate it, and

A wave of polite hurrahs went up 
from the ultra-fashionable throng and 
then, as the marksman turned to bow 
an acknowledgment, women looked 
at one another with jealous eyes.

man of her inclinations. 

For high flame, for a revelation of 
the deep, overpowering passions which 
sway their human marionettes, the 
gaming rooms across the harbor have 
never witnessed the like. 

His Most Serene Highness Louis II, 
the bachelor reigning Prince, faced a 
grave problem some years ago. He 
lacked an heir to carry on the 700- 
year Grinraldi dynasty. If he passed 
away heirless, the succession would go 
to a German branch of the family, 
whereupon France would lay its hand 
on the principality without an instant’s 
hesitation. 

With a magic pass, l’rince Louis, 
then heir apparent, reached behind a 
veil of mystery-—--a veil that dates back 
to the time when he was a young offi- 
cer in the French Foreign Legion in 
Algeria in 1898-—pulled out the daugh- 
ter of a pretty but obscure laundressa 
to carry on his princely line, and le- 
adopted The roval 
houses of Europe almost fainted with 
astonishment, even though they are 
the same clay as other mortals, and 
have some their own 
closets.

In fact, the 
Prince himself kidnaped her in a imo- 
tor car. 

Prince Albert, who was then reign- 
ing, was rather dumfounded by this 
sleight-of-hand manner of procuring 
an heir, but it seenied to be the most 
just, the most happy way ont of an 
unhappy predicament. 

The little Princess, then 13—it was

Indeed, she 
had never asked to be kidnaped from 
her mother and to be made Princess of 
Monaco. Now that she was definitely 
separated from her husband, all that 
she desired was to be allowed to live 
her life in peace, and love some man 
of her choice. She loved her children, 
as any mother, but didn’t care a whoop 
for the riches and honors heaped on 
her.

third Caesar, Tiberius, had allowed 
the practice to persist until the 
idie soldiers virtually dominated the 
rule of the Empire, demanding more 
and more privileges and larger and 
larger grants. The city found itself 
carrying a large part of its population 
as a dead weight. 

Session after session of the Roman 
Senate was devoted to discussion of 
these problems, but little progress 
was made. Repeated attempts to 
drive the people back to the farms 
failed and the innumerable farm re- 
lief measures suggested became mere 
topics for debate. One historian 
writes: 

“Tiberius wrote to the Senate, and 
in terms of keen reproach, censured 
their inactivity, which permitted the 
mutinous spirit of the populace to 
rage without control.” 

Outside of this communication, in 
which he also expressed some bewil- 
derment at the rising tide of discon- 
tent, the Emperor took no part in the 
debates. “His silence gained him no 
popularity,’’ Tacitus recorded. ‘He 
flattered himself that it would pass 
for the moderation of a republican 
ruler; but it was deemed the sullen 
pride of a tyrant.” 

While these verbal tilts were rag- 
ing in the Senate, matters were going 
from bad to worse in the outlying 
territories as well as at home. In- 
deed, the string of bankruptcies which 
ultimately was to engulf the capital 
city started in Alexandria. About a 
year before the panic broke, the firm 


of Seuthes & Son of Alexandria lost 
three richly laden spice ships on the 
Red Sea in a_ hurricane, Professor 
Davis relates. A flagging market for 
ostrich feathers and ivory at the same 
time made their Ethiopian caravan 
trade unprofitable, and the two 
verses were more than they could 
stand. Reports of their failure had 
an adverse effect on business in gen- 
eral, for they had widspread interests. 

Shortly afterward the large and re- 
putedly wealthy purple dye manufac- 
turing concern of Maichus & Company 
at Tyre, and with factories at Antioch 
and Ephesus, became bankrupt. A 
strike among the company’s Phoeni- 
cian workmen and the embezzliements 
of a trusted manager were the direct 
causes of this disaster; but whatever 
the causes, the effect on trade in the 
whole Mediterranean area was the 
same. 

When it became known that the 
great Roman banking house of Quin- 
tus Maximus and Lucius Vibo was 
heavily involved with both the Seuthes 
and Malchus companies by reason of 
loans it had extend-

In quiet times these loans had com- 
manded a high rate of interest and 
were regarded as safe and altogether 
desirable. but it chanced that at just 
this time a moratorium was in effect. 
the Roman Government having de- 
creed a temporary suspension of pro- 
cesses for debt because of an outbreak

posited two years 
earlier. This with- 
drawal completely swamped the Dank. 
Two days later its bankruptcy peti- 
tion was being entered before the 
praetor and on the same day a notice 
in the Acta Diurna told how the great 
Corinthian bank of Leucippus’ Sons 
was insolvent. This was followed by 
suspension of the largest bank in Car- 
thage, two banks in Lyons and one in 
Byzantium. 

By this time, Rome was in a state 
of hysteria. All the surviving banks 
in the Via Sacra posted notices de- 
manding reasonabie and proper notifi- 
cation in advance of withdrawals, but

It) was a gentle way of 
telling depositors they 
would never see theirsavings again. 

Shortage of money enabled many 
private money jenders with ready cap- 
ital to reap huge fortunes, for the 
legal interest rate of 12 per cent was 
ignored and the lenders charged 
whatever they could get. Cries of dis- 
tress came not only from Rome and its 
environs, but also from the provincial 
towns of Italy and farming districts 
where creditors had long allowed their 
loans to run undisturbed, but were 
now calling in their principals. The 
one goal of everybody was cash. 

From morning till night sales were 
conducted in the bankruptcy court of 
the Praetor, Gracchus. It was virtu- 
ally impossible to get loans renewed. 
As fast as they fell due, the creditors 
insisted on payment in cash and when 
cash was not forthcoming immediate 
foreclosure followed. The debtor's 
houses, slaves, furniture, merchan- 
dise. food supplies, all were sacrificed 
for what they would bring. Valuable 
villas, jewels, race horses, expensive 
luxuries of all kinds were knocked 
down for trifles. Even then takers 
were not plentiful, for there were few 
people left who were able to buy. 

It is related that news of an excel- 
Jent crop in North Africa and the-ar- 
rival of a great grain fleet from Egypt 
brightened the situation temporarily, 
but business confidence had been 
shattered and the wheels simply 
would not start turning again. The 
Senate continued to meet and consider 
the situation with much oratory and 
little action until finally Gracchus, 
the praetor, went in desperation be- 
fore the body and demanded that an 
appeal be sent to the Emperor. Ac- 
cordingly, after considerable debate, 
a messenger was dispatched to 
the summer abode of Tiberius on 
the Island of Capri with a full 
statement of the danger confronting 
the empire. 

For four days while the messenger 
was making his way to Capri and 
back—Capri is off the coast of Cam- 
pania just beldw the Bay of Naples-— 
business stood still in Rome and the 
populace held its breath in suspense. 
On his return, the Senate hastily as- 
sembled and a vast throng embracing 
every stratum of society gathered in 
the Forum outside the Senate hall. 
Slaves and masters, beggars and mil- 
Honaires jostied one another in their 
anxiety to hear the Emperor's letter, 
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Tiberius Caesar. 


which was read first to the Senate and 
then from the rostrum to the crowd 
outside. 

Tiberius had hit upon a remedy and, 
as events were to show, it was a good 
one. His plan embraced three major 
proposals which were stated not as 
proposals, but as decrees. 

First, he decreed, the foreign mor- 
atorium should be suspended. This 
would permit liquidation of loans out- 
standing in Gaul and restore the value 
and marketability of Belgian paper, 
with which the Roman banks were 
loaded. 

Second, he ordered that the agri- 
cultural program which’had wrought 
so much havoc be abandoned indefin- 
itely. This was to stop further liqul- 
dation of other securities by those 
who had been compelled, under the 
law, to buy land. 

Third—and this was the most im- 
portant step of all—he set aside from 
the royal treasury 100,000,000 sester- 
ces (about $4,000,000) which was to 
be distributed among reliable banks. 
These, in turn, were to make loans to 
ihe neediest and most deserving debt- 
ors. No interest on these loans was 
to be collected for three years, but 
the loans had to be secured by real 
property of twice their value. 


He upturn began almost imme- 
diately. Foreign securities which 
had been virtually worthless the 
day before now acquired a quite re- 
spectabie toarket rating. Real estate 
likewise strengthened overnight. Farm 
land, villas and town houses which 
were being sacrificed for a song and 
which were going begging, even at that 
price, became now desirable as the 
basis for loans. 

“The law being relaxed, and the 
most pressing cases cared for by the 
government loan, private money lend- 
ers began to take courage and offer 
money at reasonable rates,’ one his- 
torian relates. ‘‘Dispatches from Alex- 
andria, Carthage and Corinth indicat- 
ed that the panic had been stayed in 
those financial centers. The moneyed 
workd of the Via Sacra began to re- 
sume its wonted aspect. A few bank- 
ing houses and individuals never re- 
covered from their losses, but the ma- 
jority escaped permanent suspension 
—and so the panic of the ‘Consulship 
of Galba and Sulla,’ i. e., of 33 A. D.. 
passed into half-forgotten history.’’

Thrown Out of Work, Kenneth Boyd Has 
Taken to Making Garden Furniture by Hand 
and Its Sales, Together With an Occasional 

Resort to Barter, Keep Him Going. 


HIS is the story of what one St. Louigan has been doing to 
weather the depression. 

In May, 1930, the American Car and Foundry Company 
closed its shops at 2800 De Kalb street, and Kenneth Boyd 
joined the ranks of the uneniployed. He had worked at the 
shops for 1 years. As a machinist he had been earning, by 
putting in some overtime, about $30 a week. 

The sudden drop in income from this amount to nothing 
was pretty disturbing. Boyd was 50 years old and had a 

| wife to support as well as himself. He had some savings, 
but not enough to last very long if he had to depend on them alone. 

Boyd worrled a good deal about his situation. He got work distributing 
rirculars, but it was only for a few days a week and the pay was not enough 
‘o cover his living expenses. Lying awake one night, he begun to worry about 
‘his and that. What if he couldn't find a paying job? What if he or his wife 
got sick? Then the thought occurred to him: ‘I can’t do any good trying to 
worry about all these things; I ought to pick out one thing and do some real, 
wlid worrying about that.’’. In a moment he realized that his 
‘hinking had taken a ridiculous trend. He chuckled at himself and 
went to sleep. 

The next morning he went out into the back vard and began to 
make a lawn chair—chiefly to keep himself from brooding over 
his troubles. He wasn't a trained carpenter, he had merely the 
mechanic's knack with tools, but he 
made a pretty good chair. And when 
it was finished an acquaintance liked 
i and bought it.

foods. This time we had food enough 
for 40 days. 

We left the islands and for two 
weeks had the finest sailing of the 
whole trip. At the rate we were going 
we would reach the Golden Gate in a 
short time. We seemed to be in the 
trade wind, and even Captain Arey 
was sure we would soon be home. 
Caution was thrown to the winds. In 
order to be fat and sassy for our 
homecoming we ate all we could hold 
at every meal. 


HEN we were about 300 miles 
W east and north of the Hawaiian 

Islands the wind died sudden- 
ly. There was no alarm at first, but 
as day followed day, with no sign of 
wind, we became worried. We put 
ourselves on half-rations again before 
it was too late. 

Three weeks went by, and still the 
sails hung Hinp on the masts. Not a 
breath of wind stirred. Not a sound 
was to be heard except the monot- 
onous creaking of the ship as it rocked 
back and forth in the swells. Oc- 
casionully the voices of my compan- 
ions would break the silence, but they 
talked in low tones, hushed, it seemed, 
by the quiet of the sea. 

Again the men became moody and 


quarrelsome. 
There was no zest 
for the games 
which we had 
played again and 
again in an effort 
to keep alert. 
One night about 
12 o'clock, as I 
was reading a 
book which was 
not the least bit 
spooky, I heard 
violin music coin- 
ing from the fore- 
castle. Strange, I 
thought, that our 
Russian Colonel 
should be ,playing 
his violin at this 
time of night. I 
went up forward 
quietly to investi- 
wate. Then the 
music stopped. 
My curiosity was 
aroused. I tiptoed 
to the door of the Colonel's room and 
peered in. There was the Colonel fast 
asleep. And there, tucked in its case, 
was his violin—-the only one on board. 
I went back and took up my book. 
In a few moments the music began 
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the whisky. The manufacturing busi- 
ness was augmented, particularly 
when the season for yard furniture 
was over, with other work such as re- 
pairing, painting, saw-filing and the 
like. But the winter months were 
lean ones for Boyd. 

In the fall of 1931, with the pros- 
pect for regular employment still re- 
mote, Boyd cast about for séme article 
of manufacture which would tide him 
over between the seasons when yard 
furniture was in demand. He finally 
thought of mops. In a short time he 
was a manufacturer of hand-made 
mops. He made them of flat white 
cord or braid obtained from box fac- 
tories. The braid is used in tying 
packages of cardboard received by the 
factories, and it had been the custom 
of the factories to dispose of it with 
other: waste material. Boyd arranged 
with five factories to keep the dis- 

carded braid sep- 
arate from the 
other waste and 
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sell it to him for a little more than 
it would bring as junk. It became 
Mrs. Boyd’s work to untangle the 
masses of braid and sort the strips 
according to length. Her husband 
converted this material into mops of 
various sizes and kinds, and fastened 
them to handles bought at wholesale. 

Royd selis his mops at stores, offices 
and public buildings. He does not 
canvass private homes. He has a num- 
ber of regular customers whom he 
keeps supplied with his product. 


goods by barter. One day when 
he was short of cash he swapped 
a mop for a haircut. On other occa- 
sions mops have been exchanged for a 
basket’ of groceries, a pair of pillow 
slips, clothing, the filling of a tooth. 
It was with the idea of arranging a 
system of barter that Boyd went to a 
relief agency not long ago. He thought 
he might trade mops for supplies from 
the agency, the mops to be sold by

the organization. But his proposition 
apparently was not understood. Mrs. 
Boyd was given some clothing by the 
agency—an outright gift. Whereupon 
Boyd went back to the organization, 
explained he was not seeking charity, 
and insisted on paying for the clothes 
either in mops or money. The mops 
were then accepted. 

When he can, Boyd gives a little 
work .to unemployed acquaintances. 
Sometimes he can pay a small amount 
of money to a temporary assistant, 
sometimes he merely can provide a 
meal. For a time he had two men 
helping him make trellises, chairs and 
such things. 

Boyd has managed to adhere to his 
plan for weathering the depression for 
more than two and a half yea.»s. He 
says he has used his savings only to 
pay the rent; that the work he created 
for himself has paid for all other liv- 
ing expenses, even his life insurance. 
His income must have averaged $7 or 
$8 a week, he estimates, to do that. It 
hasn't been luxurious living, of course. 
He and his wife have not been able 
to patronize theaters or night clubs or 
keep up with the latest fashions in 
dress. But they have had plenty to 
eat and decent clothes and sheiter; 
and there has been enough margin 
over bare necessaries to permit them 
to keep three canaries and a small 
dog, and allow Boyd to continue smok- 
ing. The Boyds have had, in addition, 
the benefit, so impurtant to morale in 
these times, of*®keeping occupied, and 
the satisfaction of waging a successful 
fight against adversity.

Bradway Brown, 

wealthy young so- 

cial registerite re- 
cently found shot to death in his home 
here, attention is being called to the 
‘act that Brown's death is the fourth 
ii # strange series of mysterious 
‘hootings, in each of which official 
vpinion was divided between suicide 
und murder. 

First, in September, 1928, the body 

of Brown's uncle, William d’Olier, a 
New York contractor and engineer, 
was found on a road in Queens, Long 
Island. He had been shot, and the 
pistol was found by his side. D’Olier 
was involved in the Queens sewer scan- 
dal, which later led to a prison term 
for Maurice Connolly, Borough Presi- 
dent of Queens, and though the official 
verdict was ultimately given as sui- 
cide, there was so much evidence sup- 
porting the murder theory that news- 
papers disagreed violently with the 
conclusion that death was self-inflict- 
ed. Many criminal authorities still con- 
sider D'Olier’s death an _ unsolved 
mystery. 

Then, less than a year after the 
death of his uncle, Brown was himself 
a witness in the inquest over the puz- 
ziing death of two of his intimate 
friends, Miss Ruth Wilson and Horace 
Roberts Jr., both of whom. were found’ 
unconscious and fatally wounded in 
Miss Wilson's home in Moorestown, 
New Jersey, where Brown was at the 
time living with his parents. Miss 
Wilson had broken her engagement to 
Roberts, and police promptly explained 
the double shooting by saying that 
Roberts had first shot the young wom- 
an and then himself. 

But the public at large, and even 
some police officials, disagreed with 
this explanation. They pointed to the 
fact that Roberts had not one, but 
three bullets in his head, and argued 
that this would hardly be Itkely in the 
case of a man shooting himself. Pub- 
lic belief was so strong that a third 
person had shot them both that, two 
weeks after they had been buried, a 
Supreme Court order was issuel to ex- 
hume the bodies and hold another in- 


quest. This was done, and medical ° 
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authority was introduced at the hear- 
ing to prove that Roberts might have 
fired all three shots into his own head. 
Thus, the original verdict was sus- 
tained, but there are many residents 
of Moorestown who still insist that 
this, too, is an unsolved mystery, de- 
spite the official verdict in the case. 

And now comes the death of Brad- 
way Brown, nephew of William d’Olier 
and intimate friend of the two princi- 
pals in the Moorestown tragedy, and 
his death, too, has been the subject of 
heated dispute, with the Chief of De- 
tectives of Burlington County holding 
to the suicide theory, while the Chief 
of Police of Palmyra calis it a clear 
case of murder.

uate, and secretary of a large 
printing and publishing firm in Phil- 
adelphia. At the close of business, 
one evening a few weeks. ago, he 
left his office in Philadelphia and 
got into his car to drive to his 
home in Palmyra, about 15 miles 
away. His wife, with their 2-year-old 
child, was visiting her parents in Penn- 
sylvania at the time. 

At about the time Brewn should 
have reached his home _ neighbors 
heard pistol shots there and called up 
the police. As soon as Police Chief 
Morris Beck received the call he hur- 
ried to the Brown residence. All lights 
on the lower floor were lit and the 
rear door was open. The Chief 
walked in. 

He found Brown's body, face up- 
ward, on the floor of the living room, 
amid a litter of his child's toys. 
He had his overcoat on, and a pistol 
was found by his side. The body had 
two bullet wounds, either of which 
might have caused death. One bullet 
had pierced the right side of the over- 
coat and Brown's other clothing and

had entered the abdomen, causing an 
internal hemorrhage. The other bul- 
let had been fired just below and in 
back of the left armpit and penetrated 
the left lung. 

Police Chief Beck and Dr. Le Favor, 
who took part in the autopsy, pro- 
nounced it a case of murder. Accord- 
ing to Chief Beck, this is what appar- 
ently happened: 

Brown, who had that day been given 
a large salary increase by his com- 
pany, telephoned his mother, Mrs. 
Charles Brown of Moorestown, cancel- 
ing a dinner engagement with her. He 
left his office in Philadelphia and 
drove to his home, a low, rambling 
dwelling, set in an orchard, just out- 
side the town of Palmyra. 

It was dark when Brown drove into 
his garage behind the house. And as 
he stepped out of his car he was at- 
tacked. Four empty shells were found 
in the pistul, but only three bullets 
were accounted for, so it is assumed 
that Brown put up a fight with his as- 
Sailant and that one shot went wild. 
Another bullet smashed through the 
prow of a motorboat stored in the ga- 
rage. Another shot ripped through his 
right chest. He tottered then, proba- 
bly fell, and was then shot in the left 
side, almost in the small of his back. 

“A man would need a rubber arm 
to shoot himself like that,’’ Dr. Le 
Favor declared. ‘‘The gun was held 
a good distance from the body—no 
powder burns, as there were on the 
right chest wound—and the bullet 
hole was so far back he couldn’t have 
shot himself.’ 

Brown bled to death internally, al- 
most instantly. He was dead, or al- 
most dead, when the murderers—Chief 
Beck thinks there were two—dragged 
him into his house and laid him on his 
back in the living room. 

Beside him they placed the gun, its 
barrel partially clogged with ashes and

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Use rather stiff cardboard, such as the top of a laundry box, for mounting. Cut-out. the half-page picture above end soak for a few moments in cold water. Remove and lay on: pad of old newspapers. Using another newspaper as a 
blotter, soak up the surplus ‘moisture. Coat reverse side of picture with well-mixed flour paste, having’no lumps. Put ariother thin coat of paste on the catdboard, then mount ,picture.~ Again using old newspapers, press gently but 
firmly over the entire strface-to flatten-out any air pockets: Last, givé the picture a few rolls with the kitchen rolling pin. When the paste is neatly dry. it is a good idé& to place a weight, say a flatiron or two, upon the mount. 
If’ carefully done, it will dry as flat and tight as a drum head. An old safety razor blade, mounted in proper kind of handle,-is ideal -fof cutting“puzzie into sections. A pair of good scissors will serve almost as well. - Cut along 
the lines as carefully as possible | ith | ; : 
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
